THE QUINTUPLE ALLIANCE. 

There are ali sorts of rumors afloat now. 
One is to the effect that there is to 
be a quintuple alliance for the pres- 
ervation of peace in Europe, England 
being already in accord with the old firm, and 
Turkey being all ready to come in as a junior 
partner, as is indicated by her gorgeous 
preparations to greet the young infidel Em- 
peror, whom the faithful are enjoined to hall 
asa bulwark against the dreaded Czar. That 
Russia isnot free from misgivings on that 
point may be concluded from the tone of the 
Russian press in appealing to religious and 
race hatred. What, they ask can be expected 
ofaruler who afilliates with the oppressor of 
the Oretan and Armenian Christians? 

TO DEPOSE THE SULTAN. 

There is a chance for another charming com- 
plication. The outs“ in Turkey, as else- 
where, constitute a majority of the patriots 
who are desirous to serve that country for a 
‘consideration, only here they are more bitter 
and more desperate. It is certain that they 
have received some money, and have been 
promised more from a source easily con- 
jectured, to raise the standard of revolt in 
favor of the deposed Sultan Murad, who is 
conveniently found to have recovered his 
sanity. 

The proposed plan is to appeal, supported 
by many Sheike in the Interior, to the never 
extinct fanaticism of the masses, against the 
Impious Usurper, who allows the army to go 
unpaid, while squandering millions upon the 
reception of the Christian Monarch, who ap- 
points unbelievers to important offices and 
scandalously neglects the propagation of the 
true faith.

AMERICAN METHODS.

The Duke of Braganza,eldest son of the King, 
who succeeds to the throne, will assume the 
title of Carlos I. 


A Sketch of His Life. 


The late King was the son of Donna Maria 
II., Queen of Portugal, and Don Fernando, 
Prince of Saxe Coburg. He was born in Octo- 
ber, 1838, and his royal mother had bim bap- 
tized Louis-Philippe-Marie-Ferdinand -Pierre- 
a’ Alcantara- Antoine-Michel- Raphae!l- Gabriel - 
Gonzague - Xavier - Francois d“ Assise - Jean- 
Jules-Auguste-Volfando-de Braganza - Bour- 
bon. He visited this country in 1954, in 
company with dis elder brother, when 
he bore the title of Duke of Oporto. He 


Louis I., Late King of Portugal. 
afterwards attained the rank of a Captain in 
the Portuguese navy. He succeeded to the 
throne on the death of his brotner, King 
Pedro V., on November 11, 186]. On October 
6, 1962, be married Pia, the youngest daughter 
of Victor Emanuel, by whom he had two 
sons, Carlos and Alphonso. 

In 1877 His Majesty published « translation 
into Portuguese of Hamlet. It was fol- 
lowed in 1880 by a translation of the Merchant 
of Venice.’” In that year also he completed his 
translation of ‘‘Richard III.““ A second 
edition of his Hamlet was. printed im 1880.

Health— Affairs in England.

- Organized on 
every hand and 
are to be called

The i eng isa complicated one and is not 
simplified bythe pressure of so many Ger- 
mans and other foreiguers in the trade. The 
great strike of bakers in 1881 ended disas- 
trously to the men, but this year they are 
more thoroughly organized and the revela- 
tions disclosed by the testimony before the 
Sweating Committee have won them the sym- 
pathy of many leading and wealthy citizens. 
The journeymen bakers demand shorter 
hours and better wages. 


THE MEN WHO MAKE BREAD. 

Mr. John Burns, member of the London 
County Council and labor agitator, in @ 
speech this evening at a meeting called in 
support of their demands, gave some details 
that are not a little startling, especially to 
bread consumers. He told the Londoners 
that the loaves they eatin the morning were 
probably made ovex pight bY men who had 
been at work iu a dirty, Mithy m, with a 
temperature of perbaps 120 degrees for over 
twenty hours ata stretch, with half naked 
bodies reeking with perspiration. Then, 
after a few hours’ respite, probably spent in 
the sleep of exhaustion, these same wen 
would return to work unwashed, make tarts, 
pastry and confectionery. This is an un- 
pleasant picture from all points of 
view and if anything like accu- 
rate—and Mr. Burns claims to have 
personal knowledge on the subject—justifies 
the assertion that there is no class of workers 
in London whose lot cries out for improve- 
ment more than that of the operative bakers. 
Their hours of labor range from eighty to one 
handred a week, and owing to this and the 
conditions under which they work their phy- 
sique is rapidiy deteriorating. The demands 
now put forward do not seem unreasonabie. 
It is asked that sixty hours be the maximum 
ofaman’s work; that overtime shall be paid 
for at the rate of time and a half with the cus- 
tomary allowance of bread and flour; thas the 
scale of payment shall bes shillings per day 
for foremen and 5 shillings per day for other 
hands. Atpresentthe West End bakers do 
not earn more than from 24 shillings to 26 
shillings for their eighty to one hundred hours 
labor, while in the East End men work 106 
hours for from 18 shillings to £1 pound per 
week. 


. DISCONTENT AMONG THE MINERS. 

The miners of Lord Londonderry’s estate in 
Durham have struck for shorter hours. The 
movement is extending and 15,000 men may be 
out before the end of next week. The success 
of the great strike in the docks of London con- 
tinues to have its effect in all parts of the 
United Kingdom, causing an uneasy feeling 
and in most cases a fictitious discontent 
among trades. The lower order of Socialists 
are artfully working up the people; strikes 
break out on the smallest provocation or are 
declared for frivolous reasons, Miners suffer 
from the uncertainty caused by this state of 
affairs and industrial projects are injared. 
Legislation is called for, to in some measure 
reconcile the conflicting interests of the em- 
ployed and the employer. Already various 
schemes more or lese wild are finding their 
way in the manifestoes of several politicians, 
especially those of thé ‘more radical stripe 
who are proposing themselves for Parliament 
in the bye elections. 2

The continued lamentations in the English 
press over the danger to Britiah trade with 
South America give point to the exceptional 
jealousy of the United States which marks 
British traders. The Germans have repeatedly 
cut into English commerce in South America, 
but the rivairy has been accepted philosoph- 
ically and no clamors abont German areed or 
German conspiracies have awakened the pub- 
lic indignation. It % only. natura 
that her merchants should wish to 
put off as long as possible the evil day when 
the Western Hemisphere shall cease to be 
simply a producer of raw material and con- 
sumer of European manufacturers. But their 
effort will hardly be aided by their endeavors 
to portray American statesmen as modern 
Macchiavellis with a touch of Bismarck in 
their composition. And the United States is 
Going thelr utmost to biockade South 
American commerce. 

DENOUNCING THE YANKEES. 

Spain, Italy and France, the inhabitants of 
which would cheerfully out one another’s 
throats, and ina sense not exclusively com- 
mercial, are united in their denunciations of 
the grasping Yankees, and their press pours 
forth deily warning of the danger to tne 
‘fascendancy of the Latin race“ in South 
America through machinations of the North- 
ern Republic. Spain, particularly, is im- 
pressed with the danger which threatens 
Cuba, and additional troops are to be sent at 
once to the ‘‘Ever Faithful Isle, a plausible 
method of increasing Sagasta’s influence 
there.

This reproach is significant of a spirit 
manifested in some quarters at present 
which is antagonistic to the true spirit of 
liberty and independence and is subver- 
sive of the honorable dignity and manli- 
ness of American citizenship. It is the 
old largess idea. It is the spirit which led 
the dependent followers of a feudal lord 
or an absolute monarch to cringe at his 
feet, fawn upon and flatter himin order 

that they might gain his favors. It 1s the 

spirit which induced the Roman rabble to 
trail at the chariot wheels of a pro-con- 
sul, who had returned to Rome enriched 
by the spoils of war or the corrupt op- 
pression of a far-off province. In 
these modern days tbis spirit is 
manifested in a churlish servility 
to wealth and a disposition 
to overlook the means by which wealth 
has been obtained when the possessor 
scatters its benefits in ostentatious public 
charity or private bribery among his fel- 
lows. It abounds in praises of the rich 
oppressor, because he parts with a share 
of his ill-gotten gains to the poor or to 
build monuments of art, libraries or edu- 
cations] institutions for his community. 
The American monopolist is even worse 
than the Roman proconsul in that he does 
not rob the provinces to enrich his people, 
but robs his people and merely gives them 
a share of their own. 

But there is an element in this phase of 
degenerate democracy which is even 
more demoralizing than this spirit of ser- | 
vility. It is the element of bribery. In Presi- 
dent Eliot’s case it says to the teacher: 
You should teach principles pleas- 
ing to the men who have been your bene- 
factors and have enabled you to occupy 
with increased pleasure and profit your 
present position. It says to thousands of 
voters: You should vote as the men who 
are your benefactors and employers desire 
you to vote, whecher it be right or wrong. 

The most insidious and dangerous foe fo 
pure and free republican ‘institutions is 
erfibodied in this disposition. The men 
who by their courage and independence 
rebuke it are deserving of honor and their 
example is worthy of imitation.

Tothe Friends of the St. un Public Schools: 

This address is presented to the citizens of 
St. Louis, with the quiet confidence that on 
the occasion to which it relates they will not 
betray the generation whose future is in their 
hands. 

Ite first purpose is to ee public interest 
in a contest fraught with more importance 
to tne people of the city in their individuality 
and in their home life than any of the t 
political struggles which are so wont to set 
men by the ears. When the pitiable. accursed 
fate that awaits the uniettered child iscon- 
templated—when it is remembered that 
he is barred for lite from most of the 
blessings which are the rightful heritage of all 
of the people of this century—it seems as 
though there should be no necessity to urge 
good men and good women to an active inter- 
est in the methods by which education is 
sustained and fostere But the returns of 
previous elections admonish us that in this 
— articular a majority of our people are care- 
ess or negligent in a degree little less than 
criminal, and that only one in four of the cit- 
izens of St. Louis pussessing the ＋ ut to vote

It will hardly be gainsaid by any intelligent 
man that the one condition more essential 
than ane other.to the perpetulty of republican 
institutions is popular education. ut while 
recognizing this fact, our people do not al- 
ways appreciate the ‘large degree of respon- 
sibility which a system of popular education 
places upon the individual voter. In St. Louis 
the common school system has attainel 
gigantic proportions, and has accomplished 
Splendid results. But for many years, while 
A Somedes upon the good work 
done, our public-spirited citizens have had 
occasion to biush for what bas been left un- 
done. From year to 2 they have been 
compelled to witness e inadequacy of ex- 
isting provisions for the workin hand. They 
have seen th school roonis crowded to dis- 

comfort, and the N demonstration that, 
toll they never gory the teachers 
could not give to ail of the little ones the edu- 
tion they craved. That is the situation to- 
day, and although the sum of over $1,000,000 is 
8 devoted to public school work, and 
although the school property has been ‘patle 
up to the magnificent total value of over 
$5,000,000, the city is compelled to-day to con- 
fess its inability to afford to all ot the school- 
going children the educational facilities es- 
sential to uniformly good results. 

When such a precious—such a sacred inter- 
est is at stake, when such a vast property is 
to be managed and oared for, when sucha 
princely revenue is to be disbursed, witha 
certainty thatthe greatest economy will not 
make it serve the entire purpose almed at, 
will any St. Louisan fail todo onthe 5th day 
of November tha public service that this su- 

reme occasion calls for? The duty of that 

our is not onerous, but is of the gravest im- 
portance. It can be discharged by a ballot 
cast for men not only honest, but competent 
tomanage the affairs of the School ard, 
economically and weil. 

It must not be assumed that the character 
ot the board bas nothing to do with the * 
clency of the schools.

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FREE BOOKS. 


A Meeting at Turner Hall te Advocate Their 
Ietroduction. 


A mesting which was attended by about 150. 


persons, the majority of whom are identified 
with the Labor party, was held last night at 


Central Turner Hall for the purpose of dis- 


cussing the question of free books in the 
school and to indorse such candidates as 
would pledge themsevies to support such an 
innovation. Capt. William McClellan was 
elected Chairman of the meeting and 
stated its object... Mr. Ed D. Clifton 
was then called on for an address. 
He made a somewhat lengthy argu- 


ment in favor of free books. Briefly 
it was thie: Under the present system, he 
said, nearly ten days were lost at the begin- 
ning ofevery year in supplying the Auer 
with books and getting them classified pro 
erly. As it cost nearly $4,000 a day to run 0 
schools, he afgued that $40,000 was —— — 
account of the present system of su 
books, which would be saved if thec 
could on the fret day of the school year ante 
a library and get all the books they wanted, 
as is done in Philadelphia, Boston and other 
Eastern cities. The money thus saved and 
that which could be further saved by reducing 
the cost of the books, as was done 
in ne ger = by organizing a State book com- 
me i ich would not be in with the school 
t would, he said, be more than suff 
client to pay for free free books. A system of free 
books, be said, would also result in an in- 
attendance in the schools. The board, 
be said, had always been claiming, and 
President Judson in his report claimed that 
the finances of the board would 
not permit of free books, bat 
he « knew that if the board’s 
money was 17 expended there — 
be plenty left in the treasury for that purpose. 
He attacked the board for many alleged use- 
less expeocditures. One of the instances he 
cited was the building of a $24,000 school- 
house in Cabanne place, which, after it was 
erected, was, he said, only ‘attended by 
seventy- -five pupils. This fact, he said, was 
admitted to him by — „Deng in Jeffer- 
son Oity. hen ad con- 
cluded John .

It was in his circuit that the infamous 
Forrest City riots ogourred last May. A tew 
Gays ago he delivered his charge to the Grand- 
jury, andthe meaning of the language used 
therein cannot possibly be misconetrued. 
In opening nis address be said: ‘‘I charge you 


‘especially to make diligent inquiry of the vio- 


lence and bloodshed which occurred here at 
your county seat in May last, and threatened 
general conflict of arms. Every act ot vio - 
Jence committed by an individual ora multi- 
tude ora mob, whether it hes its origin in 
personal malice, in politics or party strife or 
E vindictive or reckless disposition, demands 
full and impartial investigation. The turbu- 
lent condition of affaira in this county, which 
ecGlminated in the killing of four of your 
Prominent citizens, cannot be smothered 
Up nor ignored, but must receive a rigid and 
just exposition of the facts. The performance 
of your. duty in this respect involves the 
peace and welfare of your county and of the 
State. The question at issue is, Shall peace 
bless and prosper your people, or violence 
and disorder destroy them? You can not put 
itaside as merely a’ political disturbance or 
mutual fight between violent partisans, the 
results of which are to be deplored, but you 
must confront the responsibility which rests 
upon you to probe the matter to the bottom. 
Itis a question which, in ite consequences, 
reaches to the foundation of society,of govern- 
ment and the security of life and liberty. 
Toward the close of his charge the following 
language is employed: Tou must bear in 
mind that you cannot carry Democracy or Re- 
publicanism or Fusionism into the jury-room, 
Or take advantage of your position te knife 
„ political enemies and sbield your allies. 
not allow favor or friendship to sway you, 
nor let fear déter or revenge actuate you in

Mr. Patrick Sullivan Fatally Injured by a 
Street-Car Yesterday.

A SABLE-HUED HEROINE. 


BRAVERY AND UNSELFISH DEVOTION OF A 
SIMPLE NEGERESS. 


She Was as Courageous in the Face of 
Danger as Kind and Gentle to Those 
She Served—Her Gallant Conduct in the 
Awful Corena Wreck on the Lower 
Mississippi.

EW ORLEANS, La., 
J Oct. 19.—In almost 
2 every great dis- 
N aster among the 
steamboats of the 
Mississippi River 
some ideal Bledsoe 
or realistic Giyen 
has sprung up to 
leave upon the

impress of their 
great heroism or 
self-sacrifice. 
Oharity Lambert, 
the simple black 
negress, whose bravery saved so many lives 
in the recent explosion of the Corona, is one 
of these heroc souls. The story of her valor 
has never been given the benefit of enduring 
type and ink. It is none the less thrilling for 
all that. Oharity, or ‘‘Mammy,’’ as she has 
ever been known at the residence of the 
lamented Capt. Blanks, is a plain, unas- 
suming, generous-hearted woman. Her face 
ig an admirable type of the African race. It 
is large, black, bony, prominent and char- 
acteristic. Sheis talland decidedly large in 
every way. Her countenance is frank, her 
eves expressive, ber nature Shen. She is a 
devout Christian, and, unlike the general run 
of the race, has followed the precepts of her 
church, as taught her, earnestly, consci- 
entiou ly and faithfully. 

Charity was born in Maryland—when she 
does not know. Mrs. Capt. Blanks, with whom 
she has served for many years, thinks she 
must be onthe shady side of half a century, 
though herfaceis deceiving. When only 5 
years of age she was sent South, and the 
changes of time made her a resident of Arkan- 
sas, where she spent a goodly portion of her 
early life. Here she lived during the years of 
the war of the rebellion, and she served faith- 
fully asa domestic, finding har way finally 
into the Blanks family.

Church of the United 

States of America cele- 

brates this month the 

100th anniversary of its 

organization as a dis- 

tinet branch of the Church 

Universal. On the 2d day 

of October, 1788, the con- 

stitution of the Ohurch 

— was adopted by the con- 

vention of clergy and laity. To that as a birth- 
day the American churchman looks back. 

It cannot be said that the Church enjoyed a 
great amount of prosperity in colonial days, 
or that the Chuich of England was particn- 
larly adapted to the conditions of colonial 
life—at least, among the Northern colonists. 
It did not commend itself to the New England 
Puritan, who had fied from his mother land 
to escape the persecutions of Laud, and who 
promptly vindicated histitie to a reputation 
as a lover of civil and religious d- 
erty dy persecating all who sought 
to plant * sweeter, more lovely 
doctrine on the bleak shores of Massachu- 
setts. In the Puritan mind the English church 
was inextricably involved in the tyranny of 
the Stuarts. Nor was he far wrong. Laud 
was Oharles left arm as Wentworth was his 
right, and in the darkened minds ot Orom- 
well’s foliowers the Old Testament exhborta- 
tions to bloodshed and revenge were more po- 
tent than the Galllean’s pleadings for forgive- 
ness and peace. A bishop was 4 reminiscence 


of tyranny—a menace of popery. The New 
England Puritan would tolerate the eternal 
devil rather than a bishop. When attempts 
were made to make a beginning towards 
episcopacy they were the subject of grave dis- 
cussion at every town meeting, and however 
much the ante-Revolutionary Americans 
might differ on other questions, they were 
pretty well agreed that they would have no 
Dishop among them.

Indeed, in 
reading the unrebuked utterances of Newton, 
Stanley and Bishop Whipple, besides scores 
of others, one wonders what has become of 
theology, U the thirty-nine articles, like the 
Westminster Confession, were ‘‘frumed to 
meet the heresies of the seventeenth cen- 
tury,, but which have been abandoned as 
**ill-fitted to meet the heresies of the nine- 
teenth. Christian theology is thrust aside 
apparently to make room for Christian reiig- 
ion. Bishop Watson, quoted by Heber New- 
ton, says: The Aposties, Nicene, Athanasian 
and other creeds which might be mentioned, 
are all of human fabrication.

Influ- 
ences have been developing to favor the bear 
side for some time past. The argument of 
mall stocks in sight has measurably lost its 
force, when it is remembered that the demand 
is small for what is in sight. A year ago vis- 
ible stocks were about double what 
they are now, but there was 
a big speculation boom on. This year the de- 
mand comes principally from millers, and 
even the milis seem to be filling up. The pub- 
lic speculation interest is light, and export 
inquiry is down to a low ebb on account of the 
rush of Indian and Russian wheat, and the 
magnitude of the home delivéries of wheat in 
importing countries. It is all right to build 
on the theory thatthe Old World is going to 
take all our surplus wheat at our own prices, 
but it would be better if the big end 
of the surplus could de worked off 
atthe beginning of the crop year, ihstead of 
being plied up to pull down values later on. 
Exports of wheat and flour for the first three 
months ofthe crop year foot up 2,000,000 bu 
against 29,000,000 bu for the corresponding 
three months last year, and over 40,000,000 bu 
two years ago. Last year exports amounted 
to 86,575,000 bu, which was about up to the 
limit of available surplus. This year 
there will be anywhere from 128, 
000,000 to 150 ,000 , 000 bu to spare 
vet at the present rate of exportation less 
than 75,000,000 bu will go out of the country. 

Foreigners are not displaying the slightest 
nervousness and the foreign situation is not 
hopeful to American holders. However, with 
nearly 76,000,000 mouths to feed at home the 
Unised States can consume an enormous quan- 
tity of four and trouble need not be borrowed 
on account of the amount that may remain to 
be carried over into the next crop. Unless 
the weather in the winter wheat section of the 
West moistens up soon it will all be 


needed. The weather is now one of the 
strong bullcards. Take that away and the 
bull party would lose an important prop.

This week witnessed the biggest movement 
of spring wheat since the crop began to start. 
The wheat sharps up in that section bave it 
that this will be the banner week ofthe year. 
The elevator managers throughout Dakota 
and Minnesota report a falling off in farmers’ 
deliveries. and this is accepted as evidence 
that receipts at 3323 points will soon 
begin to let up. it may be several weeks, 
however, before the ecreased volume is 
felt, for the reason that the railroad facilities 
Dave been entirely inadequate for the services 
required. By the time the pressure of wheat 
is reduced to the capacity of the service that 
can be afforded, the snow will be probably 
falling, and in the meantime the railroad 
movement is not likely to abate to any ex- 
tent. The reports for the week from both 
coasts foot up 2,758,000 bu, according to Prack 
street's, against 2,838,000 bu a yearago. From 
the Atlantic coast 1,600,000 bu in wheat 
and flour went out. During the 
week Western points’ receipte amounted 
to 4,000,000 bu, against 8,700,000 bu the week 
preceding, and 2,500,000 du the corresponding 
week last year. Estimates on the visible run 
from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 bu. But there is no 
way of figuring with any certainty, Decause 
no one can assume to kuow how much grain 
is swallowed by private elevators and mixing 
establishinents. On the public record last 
week's increase should have been 2,000,000 bu. 
and this week s 8,000,000 bu. In this city alone 
about 1,500,000 bu are in private storage.

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FLATTENED OUT. 
The Condition of Speculative Dealings in 
Wall Street. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTon. | 

. New Yorx, Oct. 19.—Speculation has fiat- 
tened out more than ever. The dealings are 
strictly professional, and while there are & 
number of causes which, on the surface, 
ought to lift prices, the bears, instead of los- 
ing their hold, have really strengthened their 
grip on the market. At least this is the con- 
olus ion to be arrived at from the net changes 
for the week just closed. To-day’s final quo- 
tations were generally u to 2s below those of 
the previous Saturday. In fact, the only 
notable exceptions were Atchison and the 
OChesapeakes, which gained 1@1% per 
cent. Heretofore when the bulls wanted 
to frighten the short interest into covering all 
they did was to give the Chesapeakes and the 
*‘three Cs“ a vigorous rubbing up, and e- 
erying went well. In other words, the name 
ofthe Vanderbilt-Morgan combination was 
something to conjure with. Temporarily, 
however, it has lost ite potencey. The bears 
not only refused to be scored, but ignored the 
rise in these stocks and pounded the general 


list with more vim than ever. They were not 
even deterred by the inside support accorded 
to Atchison nor by the sharp rally in tke 
truste, engineered by the poeple who are 
landed with them at bigh prices. 

At frat giance itseems a little strange that 
there should exist atthis time such apathy 
among the investing class. It is a fact that 
the iron industry has experienced a ch 
for the better during the last couple of mon 
that is little short of remarkable. 


The evidences of the prosperity consist of 
the placi of sufficient orders to assure 
active employment to the leading mills for 
months to come, and of the decid advance 
in the raw and manufactured materials. When 
iron bas boomed in the past the public 
needed no other inducement to come to Wall 
street. There isn’t the first sign of its inten- 
tion to make ventures now, notwithstanding 
that the street is flooded with reports from 
the West that the leading railways are over- 
whelmed with business, that every wheel is 
turning and that the companies are urging 
the car manufacturers to expedite their or- 
ders. ually ineffective is the fact that in a 
littie while navigation will be closed, making 
the railroads masters of the situation. Foreign 
purchases of stocks reached a considerable 
total last week, yet speculation languished 
and the commission brokers who depend on 
outside orders had practically nothing to do. 
It is plainly to be seen that there must be 
something inherently weak in the situation 
or, it not that, a lack of confidence, which 
will be restored only when the ability of the 
railroads to earn increased dividends is dem- 
onstrated beyond doubt. It is believed that 
some of the Western: railroad officiais are 
quite willing to see the prices of their secur!- 
ties shaded. This opinion is reached after 
conversations with the officials themselves in 
regard to the interstate law. Therejs nodoubt 
that strong efforts will be made towave that 
part of the law which prohibits ling re- 

aled. They admit that net earnings do not 

cep up in the same ratio as the increase in 
ss, and further that if existing restric- 
onsremain in force there will be greater 
rate disturbances than has yet been witnessed 
as soon as the rush of the crop movement is 
over.

Wheat bulls have suffered another defeat, 
and last evening most of them did not know 
whether they were afovut or ahorseback. The 
situation has not changed a particle. There 
isn’t any more wheat in this country than 
there was when the price was 4c higher; in 
fact, there is less, as a large amount has been 

largely in the shape of flour—and 
the visibie is stili 19,000,000 bu smaller than a 
yearago. There isa great deal less back in 
farmers’ hands, as the movement to primary 
points has been heavy, especially in the 
Northwest, receipts for week at Minneapolis 
and Duluth aggregating 8,200,000 bu.

One year of ob 
servation will convince 885 person that the 
wheat-crop statistics of the United States need 
a great deal morelabor and care in compila- 
tion than they have ever received, if they are 
to be made even approximately correct. It is 
open to serious question whether even 
the ‘official’ total of the crop of 1888 was 
within 756,000,000 bu of the real total, and 
this year the error may be over 100,000,000 bu. 
No betterthings are to be expected until the 
government takes hold of the matter in ear- 
nest and adopts a system of township, county 
and State compilation of actual acreage, in- 
stead of the guess work of a man here and 
there on horseback or in a carriage riding 
through a county and ‘estimating’ the crops 
on land of which he does not seea thousandth 
part. Under a correct and comprehensive 
system each farmer would report acreage and 
condition to some county seat agent, who in 
turn would forward the reports to the State 
capital, and in that way, and that way only, a 
correct compilation would be secured. 


Corn appears to be still engaged ina vain 
attempt to find the bottom of the market. 
The price was Gown yesterday to 27%c for De- 
cember and year aud ede for May, and 
there were sellers of cash and October at 28e, 
of November at We and of January and Febru- 
ary at27%c. There seems to be no recupera- 
tion to the market and the lower it goes the 
weaker and heavier it grows. All its friends— 
traders who bought because they thought it 
cheap—are sore and disgruntied, and where 
they haven't sold out theyare about ready 
to do so., Asif the new 200,000,000 crop was 
not sufficiently overpowering, receipts of old 
corn have been increasing, the coun let- 
ting go of their supplies as fast as possible be- 
fore the new crop begins to move. At this 
point the week’s receipts reached 501,625 bu, 
against 482,900 bu the week before and 180.350 
ba for same week in 1888. ‘The week's ship- 
ments were 300,766 bu, but most of these were 
through and not more than 50,000 bu was 
load into barges for export. The 
country is endeavoring to place some 
of its new crop on sale, but 
4 buyers are afraid ot its condition, and 
fight shy of purchasing. A car that the ship- 
per claimed was "89 corn came in last week, 
and graded No. 2, but that it was this year’s 
growth was questioned by local experts. It 
bad the effect, however, of causing all export 
orders to be withdrawn from this market. A 
telegram from Atchison, Kan., stated that 
new corn would grade very shortly, but it is 
the general opinion here that the weather has 
been too warm to allow the corn to harden and 
dry out so it will grade. 


The country is still selling May against the 
Oates itis carrying. Every now and then a big 
selling order comes in and then the market 
cracks and goes lower. Yesterday the Red 
mond Oleary Commission Co. had one of these 
crusbing selling orders and the price broke to 
21%c. t looks as though May oats would 
eventually sell where cash is now, and that is 
around 1380. There is plenty of this 
cheap ce back in the coun- 
try and considering how much 
is held back against May sales, the movement 
to market is surprising. Thus last week’s re- 
cefpts were 348 bu, against 610,495 bu the 

receding week, and 210,430 bu for corres pond- 
ug week one year ago. The out-movement 
has increased, shipments reaching 163,110 bu, 
and most of these were by river. 


The break in wheat has dulled the flour

The 
margin rule in Chicago is that in case ficti- 
tious values rule in that market a committee 
fixes the marginal value of the grain or what- 
ever itmay be. Margins can — then be 
called for 10 per cent above and 10 per cent 
below the legitimate value, as decided by the 
committee. Thus, wheat may be manipulated 
there to $1.50 per bushel, yet if the committee 
decides that the legitimate value of the wheat 
is only 80c, the seller can only be called for 
margins to 880, and he can in turn call the 
buyer down to 720. This ts as fair a rule as 
could de and, with the deliveries the same as 
those in force in Chicago, should suit every 
trader here.

—oonstantly confront us, and we wonder who 

and what they were, upon which even tradi- 
tion throws not the faintest glimmer! 

Always firet among these monuments of 
vanished generations are canals and ditches, 
eomplicated and indicating a high order of 
engineering; or primitive to the simplest de- 
gree, according to the progress of the peoples 
at the time of their construction. These relics 
of an antique which are older than when 
man began to record events, are inoontro- 
Wortidle proofs that drainage and irrigation 
were coincident with the period when the 
human race, emerging from their condition of 
the trogiodyte, commenced to till the soil. 
In other words, irrigation is older than any 
recorded history, as its monumental ruins in 

all Oriental countries, as wellasin our own, 
attest. Look atthat wonderful Aztec civili- 
gation on the American Continent whose pe- 
rioa of greatest power and influence is lost in 
the shadowy mist of the ages; when they be- 
gan their remarkable system of irrigation is 
as unknown asthe mystery surrounding the 
worth pole; yet no one can look at the en- 
gineering prohiems they solved in this par- 

 Sheuiar of reclaiming desert lands centuries 
ago without acknowledging that with all our 
boasted nineteenth-century progress we can 
not improve upon them, but must be content 
to take them as models. Those people had to 
contend with what all Oriental countries and 
the inter-continent region of the United States 
bas to contend with, climatic condftions which 
render irrigation necessary and without 
which its wonderfully inherent fertility of soll 
accounts as nothing. 

The phenomenon of the rainfall in our mid- 
continent area is attended with torrential 
Gdown-pourings in inches, which if dis- 
tributed over several months would in all 
probability be sufficient for agricultural pur- 
poses, in some localities at least, but there 
seems no way to control it in consequence of 
local conditions over which man has no 
power! The theory of tree-planting has many 
advocates, but it is an open question how far 
forest-growths affect atmospheric phenomena, 
We know that denuding a region of its timber 
—to define which, the word disboscation was 
coined out of the French and English—brings 
about serious results, as many Eastern por- 
tions of the United States have already ex- 
perienced to their sorrows. But how far the 
reverse operation would obtain, cannot be 
determined ; that is, given a region primarily 
devoid of timber, from local climatic causes, 
like the Great Plains of Western Kansas, and 
cover large areas of it with forests, would it 
institute those climatic conditions now ab- 

nt, so essential to a successful system of 
agriéa:ture. 

In the discussion of the question of Iirriga- 
tlonfor Western Kansas, Eastern Colorado 
and contigupus vast areas north and south 
it must be remembered the source of water- 


— absorption and evaporation are the 
only serious factors in the problem. In those 
regions where the rainfall is iarge and is dis- 
tributed equally between the four seasons, we 
find dense forests; where the rainfall is dis- 
tributed unequally, = Plains are the dis-

The treeless aspect of our mid-continent

of culture, on account of tts limited num- 
ber in inches annually, and unequal distrivu- 
tion through the four seasons: but how much 
less would it suffice if it were equaily distrib- 
uted!

double barrier of the 221 Mountains and 
the Sierra Nevadas, which deprivethe winds 
of their moisture in their passage from the 
Pacific Ocean eastward. After traversing about 
a little more than half way, westward, 
through Kansas, we reach the twenty-second 
meridian of longitude (from Washington) the 
western limit of successful riculture, with- 
out irrigation. Beyond this line the dryness 
of the climate continues to increase; 
trees diminish in number and de- 
crease in size, finally disappearing 
from the margins ofthe streams. The 
grasses, yielding tothe same influence, be- 
come less and less iuxuriant, until the prai- 
ries, long before the actual base of the mount- 
ains is reached, degenerate under the summer 
sun, into arid plains. 

The theory referred to above, which many— 
not scientistse—advocate, that the Southwest 
winds of the Pacitic are media of moisture for 
the central area of the Continent, is a natural 
one, superficially viewed, aud is and was ma- 
terially assisted bythe fact that the rains 
come with that direction of the wind; and 
without eliminating the other fact that the 
actual rain-bearing wind nad only joined the 
constant great South western aerial current by 
defiection. As Ihave rudely shown in the dia- 
gram of the map of Kansas, it was natural for 
people to fall into the error. 

Upon the question of the distribution of the 
rainfall we use the word in its strict meteor- 
ological sense, that is, the amount during the 
four seasons. Oonsiderable is still to be dis 
cussed, for upon this point depends the neces 
sity of a system of irrigation which the poor 
demand for the great plains and in which 
problem the whole are, or should be, inter- 
ested, for it bas a very significant bearing 
upon the future of the United States. 

On the variability ofthe precipitation over 
the four seasons depends the possibilities of a 
fully developed system of agriculture in any 

n; and observation has proved tbat 
where the annual precipitation reaches nine- 
teen or twenty inches, but is principally con- 
fined to the spring and summer months, 

THE GRASSES REVEL 
in their greatest luxuriance to the exclusion 
ot trees. In consequence of this meteorologi- 
cal phenomon of the great plains, as pre- 
viously stated, all ho of a saccessful sys- 
tem of agriculture and forest growth, withoat 
irrigation, must be abandoned, and the 
sooner the poagee and the Government recog- 
nize the fact, the sooner will the desired con- 
ditions for that region be realized. 

There are two systems of precipitation in 
the economy of the rain-fail of the United 
States, which have a bearing upon the 
necessity of irragation for the Great Central 
Plains, which itis wellin connection with 
our subject to eéxamine. Prof. Lorin 
B et In 1865 prepared under direction of 
the War Department, a series of hyetal charts 
which fully expiain this feature of the me- 
teorology of the American continent, from 
which we shall now quote, ignoring, however, 
the measurements in inches of the rainfall, 
with which we have nothing to do for certain 
areas, but to show how the region under dis- 
cussion, in which we are interested, is left 
out, as it were, from a sufficient supply of 
moisture during the tall and winter months, 
or, in other words, how the rainfall of the 
mid-continent is unequally distributed, and 
hence the necessity of irrigation, and the 
bopelessness of making the desert blossom 
as the rose’’ without it. 

In winter the mouths of the Mississippi 
and the region of Pensacola are in the area of 
the greatest precipitation. From this center 
the lines of equal precipitation on the west, 
maintaining a considerable ralielism, first 
bear northwest along the Texas coast, then 
rapidly curving, bear northeast; then east, 
and, as they leave the continent, northeast. 

»In the autumn the mouths of the Missis- 
sippi and the region of Pensacola are within 
the area of greatest precipitation. The lines 
of 7 — precipitation pursue a north-nortn- 
east direction. 

In summer the lines of precipitation are, in 
consequence of the law of unegual distribu- 
tion, very irreguiar. On the Plains they bear 
nearly north and south, but as protracted 
east they make one curvature to the south as 
they approach Lake Michigan and another 
still more abrupt as they reach the Allechanies 
—equal to five degrees of latitude—atter pass- 
ing which they gurve abruptly to the north- 
east.’ 

„In spring the lines of equal precipitation 
exhibit a remarkable defiection to the nortb- 
west. While the mouths of the Mississippi 
and the region of Pensacola still receive the 
greatest amount of precipitation, Fort Lara- 
mie, on the plain, is nearly as well watered as 
New York, on the seaboard, and Ohicago re- 
eelyes no more rain than falis in Cheyenne, 
at the base of the Rocky Mountains.’’ 

A careful examination of the phenomena of 
aqueous precipitation shows it to be one of 
the most erratic and — ne, Dn its value of 
measurement, one year reaching an insig- 
nificant minimum and the next, perhaps.

I couid cite hun- 
dreds of such statements made by the primi- 
tive explorers, who condemned in too hasty 
and general terms the possibilities of the 
whole central m to the uses of man, 
a@welling in their official reports to the Gov- 
ernment upon ite desolateness and sterility 
in most emphatic terms. The criteria by 
which they jadged the fertility ofthe soil and 
its productiveness were simply the ap- 
pearance of the ground, the barren look and 
stunted growth of a spot.

the most marvellous changes in their adapta- 
bility to the uses of man. 

Nearly two-thirds of the length of the

Horace Greeley once wrote in the Tribune, 
after an extended tour of the ‘‘Great Ameri- 
can Plaine: I have alfirmifaith thatthe great 
deserts of the Temperate and Torrid Zones 
will yet be reclaimed by irrigation.’’ That 
faith, so far as the arid regions of the United 
States are concerned, should be realized by 
the present generation. At the foot of the

cky range, and this system of cultivation 
the government is asked to spread castward 
until the lines of necessa irrigation meet 
those where there is sufficient rain-fali, and 
the hiatus now existing between the 
Bastern and Western civilization, in 
consequence of climatic conditions 
is closed.

In the old States, an impoverished soil induced 
by their denudation of timber, has reduced 
their once boasted productiveness to sero,

LLUSIONS

The independence 
ofthe Central and South American republics 
Was brought about by the successes of Napo- 
Jeon. In the year 1808 he made his brother 
Joseph King of Spain and demanded allegiance 
ofthe South American States. This demand 
was refused by every one of the Spanish-Amer- 
can States and some of them sought to carry 
on their governments in the name of Ferdi- 
mand VIII,,ijthe deposed Spanish King, while 
Brazil welcomed ber Portuguese monarch,who 
@stablished his court at Rio Janiero, 
until the Corsican should be finally expelled 
from his country. But the Spanish-American 
did not take xindly to deposed sovereigns, 
and in 1810 Mexico declared her independence. 
This was followed by other revolutionary 
movements until in 1821 the Spanish-Amer- 
joans found themselves free from the domina- 
tion of European government. It is not nee- 
@esary to trace the conflict and tell how Mb- 
erty was won, but out of the batties and 
arches came Simon Bolivar, the ttberator of 
Oolpmbia, the Washington of South Amer- 
Ja, Who first made adefinite proposal for 
mnegiotations looking to 4 union or alliance.

enry Trescot of South Carolina is perhaps 
the most conspicuous of the American repre- 
sentatives.

rity. In Europe the prospective alliance is 
ookeda upon with disfavor, as it threatens to 
divert South American trade from the old 
world tothenew. The United States is at 
present getting very littie of the South and 
Oentral American traffic. But Euro n 
opinion will have no influence whatever and 
the Americans will make their arrangements 
without reference to outside comment. The 
taritts of the United States and other nations 
stand in the way of any united action and will 
ey be atthe bottom of the failure, if 
he congress is a failure. 

The total population of the Central and 
South American States is about 40,000,000. The 
area is twice the extent of the United States, 
including the territories. Our trade with the 
Spanish Americans is far smaller than is that 
of the European peoples, and it is one of the 
objects of the present Congress to reverse this 
unsatisfactory condition. Our total imports 
last year from the Spanish-American countries 
was $81,000,000, exporte $27,500,000. This does 
not include goid and silver bullion. 


MEXICO 
being our nearest neighbor is the Spanish- 
832 American State which 
has the most interest. 
With an area of 768,- 
804 square miles it has 
a popniation estimated 
at 10,000,000, of which 
5,009,000 are Indians, 
8,000,000 half caste In- 
dian and white, 1,500,- 
000 whites of pure 
Spanish descent, 150,- 
000 of European and

There are afew sugar refiner- 
les, but they cut no figure in international 
trade, the exports being altogether raw 
materials, of which gold and silver make 
up two-thirds of the total. From 1821 to 1880 
Mexico exported $950,000,000 of gold and silver 
and in recent times more than one half of the 
silver produced has come from Mexico. The 
natural wealth of the country is too great to 
caiculate. Copper and tron abound. In 
Durango, one of the central provinces, there 
is a solid mountain of magnetic iron ore. 
Platinum and petroleum are recent discov- 
eries, while gold and silver are practically in- 
exhaustible. In 1887 we sold the Mexicans 
goods valued at 7, 267. 129; in 1888, $9,242,188, 
against purchases froin them in 1887 of $14,- 
719,840, aad in 1888, $17,329,889. 

The constitution is that ofa federal repub- 
lic. The Roman Catholic is the prevailing re- 
ligion, ‘but all others are protected, while 
none other is recognized.

NICARAGDA. 

Perhaps Nicaragua is the Spanish-American 
State of greatest importance to people of the 
United States, because of the possible polit- 
ical outcome of the canal project. It isa re- 
public with a constitution similar in princi- 
pleto our own, It has a mized population 
of between 400.000 and 500,000 scattered over 
an area of 52,000 square miies. The exports 
are copper and india rubber valued at about 
$1,500,000 annually, besides hides and a few 
other products of the extractive industries. 
Oonsiderable advances have been made 
toward free education, a feature of govern- 
mental policy common to all the Spanisb- 
American States. 

Bince the collapse of the Panama Canal 
scheme the Nicaraguan Canal has 
the attention of the commercial world. This 
project dates back to the sixteenth centary, 
and in the eighteenth the Spanish Government 
made a practical survey. In 1844 Prince Lonis 
Napoleon Bonaparte, then a prisoner in the 
French fortress of Harn, amused himself b 
elaborating a plan for the Nicaraguan Canal. It 
was the first practical — proposed, and it is 
commended by the est 8 to-day. 
When he became Emperor he viewed tbe 
project, and it is probable that bis occupation 
of Mexico in 1862 had an indirect reference to 
the Nicaraguan Canal. Surveys were also 
made by Great Britain and the United States, 
and in 1875 an attempt was made by the Nica- 
raguans themselves. The present canal

Coal abounds, along with gold, silver 
and copper. Her exports are wholly raw 
materials. In 1638 she sold the United States 
goods worth $2,894,520 and bought $2,423,303 
worth, Her educational policy is exceedingly 
liberal and contemplates a system of schools 
from the primary to colleges and schools of 
law, medicine and fine arts, 


PERU. 

Peru seems to be fated as the prey of con- 
querers. The Spanish plunders of the Incas 
have been imitated by the Chillan conquerers, 
who in 1882 wrested from her the province of 
Tarapaca, with ite gaano beds and nitrate de- 
posita. The war begun in 1879 resulted in the 
capture or destruction of her navy, the loss of 
her richest province and an enormous debt of 
nearly $400,000,000, together with the evils ofa 
depreciated currency. Her present area is 
450,000 with a population of about 3, 000, 000, 
of whom , are wild Indians. There 
are about 2,000 miles of railway and 1,500 miles 
of telegraph. 

VENEZUELA. 

Veneznela has the first condition ot a hiah 
clylligation—an indented coast line which 
measures 2,000 miles. The greatest length of 
the country is 900 miles. The area is uncertain 
owing to boundary disputes, but is estimated 
at from 000 to ,000 square miles. The 
population is 2,200,000, of which pure whites 
number not much more than 20,000, with reai- 
dent foreigners numbering 10,000. The climate 
is mild, owing to the influence of the trade 
winds. Agriculture ie the principal source of 
Venezuelan prosperity, though the country 
is rich in coal, which is found in 
wreat quantities. The only manufacture is that 
of hate which is carried on by Germans. In 
the growth of eoffee Venezuelas ranks fifth, 
coming directly after Brazil. There are about 
two hundred milescf railway in operation, 
with as many more under construction and 
1,000 pro „ She bas also 2,500 miles of 
telegraph. Venmezucla has suffered much 
from civil disturbences, but, notwithstand- 
ing, has established a compulsory educational 
system which, however, is not yet in good 
working order. Her trade with the United 
States is small. 

The Venezuelan representative in the Con- 
gress ig Gen. Nicanor Bolet Peraza, a resident 
ofthe United States. He is a mau of letters, 
belpg considered the abiest writer in Vene- 
zuela. He is the present editor of a Spanish 
paper published in New York. 

GUATEMALA. 

Guatemala is an enterprising little State of 

46,800 square miles, with a population of 

,400,000, which is rapidly increasing. The 
country is mountainous and volcanic. Her 
exports are small and consist of coffe, sugar, 
hides and fruit. Education is compulsory 
and costs $500,000 yearly. There are 500 miles 
of railway and 3.000 miles of telegraph. 
Guatemalia’s representative is Fernando Cruz, 
a lawyer and man of letters. Ata recent 
dinner during the sitting of the South Ameri- 
can Commission, he proposed the health of 
the United States representative, speaking 
first in English then in French, Spanish, Ger- 
man andItaiian by turns, thus complimenting 
every guest present. 

THE OTHER STATES. 

Of the other Central aud South American 
States little need be said. They all partake of 
the same characteristics and have little that 
is distinctively national. They are all ina 
very backward state of development, being 
destitute of manutactures, while agriculture 
is carried on by the rudest and most primitive 
methods.

paper correspondents was detailed to inter - 
view’’ a number of persons on this subject 
and among others myself, and my attention 
was thus specially called to this matter, and 
hence this letter. 

In the first place, I think it futile to attempt 
selecting a flower, unless itis typical of our 
country or associated in some way with our 
national history. Floral emblems grow out 
of history as flowers grow out of the soil. The 
emblems cannot be manufactured without be- 
ing as absurd as artificial flowers. a 

Floral'emblems have played no unimportant 
part in the world’s history. Some of these are 
stil] cherished by the hand that plucked them; 
others are faded, together with the memory of 
those who wore them; and some are trampled 
under foot, while a rival nosegay flaunts it in 
their place. The lilies of France are, happily 
for the world’s progress, laid low, but they 
bore themselves of old proudly enough in 
many a well-stricken field. They were, it is 
true, heraldic lilies, not unlike artichokes to 
the uninitiated eye; but they reigned in honor 
till the Revolution swept them away, or 
rather adopted their color without their form. 
For is not the famous tri-color none other than 
the biue and red of the city of Paris’ arms, 
with the drapeau bianc grafted upon them? 

Noteworthy flowers in tbeir day were the 
roses of York and Lancaster, blossoms of evil 
scent reeking of the battlefield and the heads- 
man’s Diock. The same may de said ot the 
gigiis of Florence, which was dyed red with 
the blood of Guelf and Ghibelline. 

THE ROSE OF ENGLAND 
has long heid undisputed sway, and grouped 
around it are the apparently incongruous 
shamrock, and the thistie of Scotland, which 
hasjpointed manyajoke. The pretty plant 
known as black medick, or nonsuch, does 


duty as the green immortal shamrock ia the 

London markets: and large quantities of it 

oe put under requisition for St. Patr ick’s 
ay. 

Probably no flower has had go long and glo- 
rious a reign as the yellow broom, ‘‘the 
bonny, bonny broom, the memorial flower 
of fourteen Piantagenet kings, who held the 
crown of England for more than three 
hundred yeats. Geoffrey, Count of Anjou, 
the husband of Maud, and ancestor of the 
Edwards, Richards and Hearys of England, 
was the first to adopt the planta genista, and 
from the trivial incident of his wearing a 
sprig of it in his helmet was derived one of 
the most honored names in British history. 

More recently than any of these, the modest 
violet bas Glied a very large space in the his- 
tory of the world, Some say the violet was 
adopted by the Bonapartes because it is of the 
hue once deemed imperial purpie. Others 
allege thatthe association of the violes with 
Imperialism is due to an ingenious effort of 
art, which, in 1814, concetved the idea ofa 
bunch of violets se arranged that the shadows, 
when carefully examined, were found to pre- 
sent the portraits of the First Napoleon and 
his wife and son. At any rate, a bunch of 
violets became a sort of inforinal token of ad- 
hesion to the Imperial cause of France; like 
that proverbially industrious insect, the bee, 
it is the badge of Bonapartism, or rather what 
is left of that persuasion. Never, perhaps, were 
so many violets brought together in one room 
as in the temporary chapel at Ohiselhurst 
wherein the last hope of Bonapartist Imperi- 
alism iay low. There were violets every- 
where on the ohill day of early summer, when 
the highest honors were paid to the unforta- 
nate youth, who 4nded his life in an obscure 
and savage skirmish.

The 
lover was induced to precipitate himself into 
the water, where he had no sooner seized the 
flower than hesank into the flood, but, mak- 
ing a last effort, he threw the flower upon the 
bank, and at the moment of disappearing for 
ever he exclaimed, ‘Ve mir nicht!’ 
since which time the flower has been emblem- 
atical, and taken ite name from those Ger- 
man words ‘forget-me-not.”"’* The story of 
the origin of the forget-me-not’s sentimental 
designation may have been in the mind of the 
Princess Marie of Baden that winter day,

The carnation, now officially adopted as the 
floral embiem ofthe Boulangist party, pos- 
sesses a history of its own—not only as a sym- 
bol to credulous lovers, but also in a political 
sense. According to Alphonse Karr—who 
perhaps knows more about flowers than any 
other French writer of the pres- 
ent generation, the ink, as well 
AS the lily and violet, has played 
an important part in the civil discords of 
France. In 1815, for instance, a few days pre- 
vious to the restoration of the Bourbons, this 
flower was adopted as a token of recognition 
among the still-rémaining partisans of Napo- 
leon. But itis chiefly as characterizing Bou- 
langar and his party that the pink bas once 
again come to the fore. A great man now- 
adays must have a floralemblem, so the crim- 
son carnation is doubtiess the proper thing 
for the ‘‘brav’ General. 

It is not generaily known that the Pope of 
Rome has a flowery symbol, which is annual 
ly sent to somebody in some part of the world 
as a token of good deeds done ip the service of 
the Church. Muy of last year

as the emblem is called, went to the United 
States for the second time, the recipient in 
this case being Miss Mary Gwendolin Cald- 
well of New York, whose magn bene- 
faction of $300,000 toward the erection of a 
Catholic University at Washington, won for 
her this special mark of pontifical favor.

Armitage of Boston, who 

visited the city last week, said in reference to 

plans either now in practice, or soon to be 

applied: ‘‘Physictans have long used the 

electric battery, but recently the 

dentists have introduced it into their practice. 

No man of 40 years of age can have forgotten 

the torture inflicted by the old method of pre- 
paring the interior of a tooth for filling. 

ELECTRICAL DENTISTRY. 

The old-fashioned burr, operated by hand, 
inflicted the most acute agony, and the task of 
cleaning the interior of a tooth required one 
of the longest and most painful operations in 
dentistry. Now hundreds of dentists have 
made connection with electric power plants, 
the burr is revolved at the rate of about 1,200 
rotations “a minute, and what was formerly 
the work of hours is now accomplished 
in seconds. The lighthouse and buoy system 
along the seacoast will soon be revolutionized 
by the electric light. Instead of relying on a 
few lightbouses, mostly on shore, and a small 
number of buoys, invisible at night, a channel 
can be marked by any number of lights de- 
sired. The old bell- buoy is being replaced by 
one bearing a small electric light on its top, 
and where the channel is tortuous and nar- 


row, or the passage in any way difficult, 

the line to be followed by vessels can be un- 

mistakably indicated by a numper of floating 

incandescent lights placed a feW feet apart. 
MARINE SIGNALS. 

The accidents caused by missing the chan- 
nel, which are now so common, can casily be 
rendered entirely impossible. e whole sys- 
tem of maritime lights, which the Maritime 
Conference now in session at Washington is 
considering, 9 — to be revolutionized by 
electricity. nstead of the old green 
and re lighte which are often an 
unreliable guide when vessels are passing 
each other in the same or opposite direc- 
tions, can be supplemented by a series of 
simple flash signais, which will render col- 
lisions nearly impossible. For fogs nothing 
has been found that equals the electric light, 
With comparatively small diffasive, it has 
great penetrative power, and when it is once 
adop on ocean ateamers we will 
fishing smacks 
run down on the Newfoundland banks. 
That vessels will be propelled 
by electricity in the near future seems to me 
to be certain. There is now a small boat ply- 
ing on the Hudson River which is driven by 
an electric engine at the rate of five miles an 


hour.
